Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 14- 17 and 19-21 are allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

1 . With respect to claims 1217 and 19-21, none of the references of record teaches 
or suggests the claimed the claimed a vertical-cavity surface emitting laser, comprising, 
along with all the other claimed feature, a conductive layer located between the air 
gap and the second reflector, and an additional set of electrical contacts associated 
with the conductive layer, the additional set of electrical contacts configured to receive 
an electrical signal and alter the light output wavelength of the VCSEL by causing the 
conductive layer to move in response to the electrical signal resulting in a tunable 
VCSEL.
